A PERTINENT QUESTION. 


W liat 
Is 
to B eco m e 
o f 
th e C ollege 
G rad u ates? 
[From the New York Ledger.] 
W hen one marks the long lists of recent 
graduates from our principal colleges— 
lists in most cases twice as long as they 
were thirty years ago—one wonders at first 
sight where such a m ultitude of highly 
educated young men will go. 
W here are 
they to find places suited to their training 
and attainments? One can imagine some 
of them asking despondently with Tenny­ 
son: 
W hat is th at w hich I should turn to, lighting 
upon days like these'.’ 
Every door is barred w ith gold, and opens but 
to golden keys? 
Y et, if we look closely at the matter, we 
shall see reasons for believing that the 
supply of educated men is not in excess of 
the demand. 
In the first place, we must 
remember that the population of this 
country is twice as large as it was in 1860, 
which means that the field of opportunity 
has expanded in proportion to the number 
of graduates. 
In the second place, a 
marked change has come over the post­ 
graduate intentions of college students, 
and consequently over the nature of the 
studies 
comprehended 
in 
a university 
course. 
A t the beginning of this century, a ma­ 
jority of the men graduated from our 
Eastern colleges entered the ministry. 
T hirty years ago, by far the greater num­ 
ber contemplated the practice of the law 
or medicine. 
Now a large and steadily- 
increasing fraction of graduates apply 
themselves to the innumerable forms of 
business or industrial activity which have 
sprung into existence under the joint 
stimulus of capital and science. 
This singular alternation in the objects 
which graduates have in view lias had the 
effect of broadening and reorganizing the 
university curriculum. 
Not only is it no 
longer the sole function of colleges to turn 
out clergymen, but it has even ceased to be 
their exclusive purpose to qualify young 
men for the learned professions generally. 
They now seek to im part such a training 
and equipment as will fit the faithful stu­ 
dent for any walk in life in which a dis­ 
ciplined and well-stored intellect are the 
factors of success. 
Such being the aims 
and methods of contemporary colleges, we 
do not think the annual number of their 
graduates is out of proportion to the needs 
and 
opjiortunities of our 
fast-growing 
country.

T H E SUNDRY CIVIL BILL. 


An A greem en t R each ed b y th e C onfer­ 
en ce C om m ittee. 
W ash in g ton, August 25th.—An agree­ 
ment has been reached by the sundry civil 
bill conferees upon the paragraph relating 
to irrigation and public land surveys. The 
conferees fixed the appropriation at $425,­ 
000, and $20,000 for additional clerk hire 
in the offices of the 8urvevor-General was 
stricken out. For the topographic survey 
the conferees agreed upon $325,000. One- 
half of this sum is to be expended west of 
one-hundredth meridian of longitude. Au 
item appropriating $720,000 for irrigation 
survey was stricken out. An appropriation 
for engraving the maps of the survey is in­ 
creased to $70,000. On the public land 
question a compromise is reached bv the 
repealing of so much of the law of 1888 as 
provides for the withdrawal of the public 
lands from entry occupation and settle­ 
ment. All entries made in good faith and 
valid for said Act shall be recognized, and 
may be perfected in the same m anner as if 
said law had not been enacted, except that 
reservoir sites located or selected shall re­ 
main segregated and reserved from entry 
or settlement. No person shall be per­ 
mitted hereafter to acquire title to more 
than 320 acres in the aggregation under all 
of said laws. 
The above conference report was adopted 
by the Honse this morning, and there is no 
doubt whatever but the Senate will adopt 
it. 
Opinion differs as to the result of this 
action. 
Some Congressmen believe that 
just as soon as it becomes a law great syn­ 
dicates will gobble up immense tracts of 
lands, while others believe that the limita 
tion of 320 acres to each entry is sateguard 
enough to prevent this. 
* 
t h e syndicate sc h em e. 
This morning the California Associated 
Press reporter saw a gentleman who was 
his informant about the great Anglo- 
American syndicate which proposes to deal 
largely in Western lands and waters. 
H e 
was asked what had become of the scheme 
and replied, “we are ODly waiting to see 
what action the Conference Committee on 
the sundry civil bill will take.” The same 
gentleman was seen later and when in 
formed of the action by the Conference 
Committee seemed greatly pleased and 
said : "In a very short time now I will be 
at liberty to give you full particulars of the 
syndicate scheme, with names, etc.” 
General Vandever has introduced a bill to 
amend the Desert Land Act so that only 
160 acres can be taken up, but it is to be 
feared action will not be reached upon it 
before the gigantic syndicate and land m o­ 
nopolies gobble up the immense tract of 
Western land.

SECRETARY BL A IN E . 


H e D ecla re s T h at H e W ill K ot be a 
P resid en tia l C an d id ate, 
* 
W a sh in g to n, August 25th.—A W ashing­ 
ton dispatch to the Philadelphia Times has 
the following alleged trustworthy news: A 
close and intim ate friend of Blaine is said to 
have asked Dim quite recently whether he 
would under any circumstances be a candi­ 
date for the Presidency in 1892, or whether 
he wonld allow his friends to push his 
cause before the National Convention. The 
Secretary ia reply declared in a most pos­ 
itive way that he had no intention of be­ 
coming a Presidential candidate, and did 
not care to pose even as a possibility. He 
had no doubt his friends would be de­ 
lighted to bring his name before the Re­ 
publican Convention if they could obtain a 
single word from him , perm itting them to 
do so, bnt he added emphatically he did 
not intend to give that word. 
This news has created considerable dis­ 
cussion here, and as many ol the Secre­ 
tary’s friends had concluded, from his re­ 
cent actions that he was not unwilling to 
seek the nomination, and haa already be­ 
gun to figure on the possibilities of such 
au occurrence. 
W hile none of his friends 
are willing to speak for publication in the 
matter, there seems to be a general feeling 
that the Secretary's announcement was to 
be taken in ail seriousness and sincerity. 
In this connection, one of 
Blaine’s 
closest allies in Congress said to day that 
in his opinion the recent attitude of the 
Republicans on the tariff and election bills 
had much to do with the Secretary’s de 
termination. 
“H e is very strongly op­ 
posed to the election bill,” 
said 
this 
Congressman, “aud he is almost as hostile 
to the McKinley bill as it now stands. His 
efforts to bring his own views before the 
people have been so badly received by 
m any of bis former friends in Congress 
tbat he is disposed to await the outcome of 
events rather than put himself at the head 
of the party in its present line of policy.” 


SUGAR DUTIES. 


T he T rust O pposed to A ny R ecip rocity 
F rop osltlon . 
, 
W a sh in g to n, August 25th.—In passing 
on the tariff bill the Seuate has got in 
sight of the sugar schedule. At the same 
time the sugar trust 
comes 
in sight. 
Originally the trnst was opposed to any­ 
thing more than a reduction of 20 per cent, 
in sugar duties, and this reduction would 
have gone largely into its pockets. 
It 
fought the action of the House in making 
sugar up to No. 16 free, and persuaded the 
Senate Finance Committee to place the line 
at No. 13, aDd give it additional protection 
on other grades. 
This meant free sugar 
for the trust, bnt not for the consumers. 
The trust, having got the bill iu this shape, 
was opposed to any reciprocity proposition 
It is, therefore, fighting to have the tariff 
bill pass the Senate in the form reported by 
the Finance Committee. 
A large num ber of Republican Senators 
have agreed to support Senator Allison in 
the fight to have grades up to No. 16, made 
free, and it was thought Senator Aldrich, 
on behalf of the Finance Committee, would 
prevent any struggle by offering an amend­ 
ment when he puts in his reciprocity pro­ 
vision. But the trust is exerting itself to 
prevent this. To draw the free line at No. 
13, and then to direct th 9 President to re- 
impose the duty if the sugar-producing 
countries did not reciprocate within a 
given time would be ridiculous. It would 
cause the country to lose all interest in the 
subject of reciprocity, because the im ­ 
pression would go out that this was in the 
interest of the trust. Genuine reciprocity, 
however, would be the hardest blow that 
could be dealt the monopoly, which con­ 
trols the telining industry.

such safety or automatic couplers as will 
not require trainm en to go between the 
cars to couple or to uncouple them , and 
with automatic brakes, so that the speed of 
a train can be controlled by the engineer. 
Inspector-General Dnmont has received 
the report of the local Inspectors who in­ 
vestigated the case of the steamer Sea 
W ing, which capsized in Lake Pepin with 
such fatal results.

IN THE SENATE. 
Washington, August 25th.—In the Senate 
this m orning Aldrich asked unanim ous consent 
th at the general debate on the tariff bill close 
Septem ber 3d; that the debate on am endm ents 
shall continue under the tive-minute rule until 
Septem ber 8th, 
aud th at the final votirg 
shall then begin. 
He also proposed that the 
last six hours be devoted to debate. 
At the request of Plum b the m atter went over 
until to-morrow. 
A ldrich’s order was modified on the sugges 
tion of Gorman, so as to continue the general 
diseussfon of the tariff bill up to and including 
Wednesday, Septem ber 3d, to have five m inutes 
debate on Thursday, the 4th, Friday, the 5th, 
and Saturday, the 6th. and to fix Monday, Sep­ 
tem ber 8th, and thereafter for consideration of 
the bill and the am endm ents thereto without 
debate, then three hours to be allowed to each 
side for a general debate, an t then a final vote 
to be taken on the passage of the bill. 
The order would probably have been entered 
but for the objection of Plum b, who asked that 
the m atter go over until to-morrow. 
Vance proposed as an am endm ent th at in all 
cases where It can be shown to the Secretary of 
the Treasury th at any goods, wares or m er­ 
chandise im ported have been purchased abroad 
by citizens of the United States by exchange of 
farm products grown in the United States or 
where such goods have been purchased with 
the proceeds of such farm product in foreign 
countries, such goods shall be im ported at the 
following rate uf >'u ty : One h alf the present 
duty on all m anufactures of iron and steel, 40 
p ercen t of present duty: 011 all wooleu or cot­ 
ton goods or articles of w hich wool or cotton 
may be com ponent m aterial, one h alf present 
tariff: one half present duty on earthenw are, 
china and glassware, aud 30 per cent of the 
present rate of duty on jute bagging and farm ­ 
ers’ binding twine. 
The pending question on the tariff bill was the 
im posing of a duty of one s n d a h a lf cents per 
pound on lead ore and lead dross, provided that 
silver ore and all other ores containing lead 
shall pay a duty of one h alf cent per pound on 
the lead contained therein, according to the 
sam ple and assay at the port of entry. 
Coke moved to am end by striking ont the 
proviso, and inserting a proviso that ores con­ 
taining silver and lead, in which lead is of less 
value than silver shall be adm itted free of duty. 
He said the passage bill as reported would de­ 
stroy the sm elting works in Texas, Kansas City, 
Chicago and St. Louis, sud render useless the 
refrsciory ores of New Mexico. Arizona and 
Texas, i t would throw a large num ber of men 
out ol employm ent, and drive from the United 
States the trade with Mexico, valuable not only 
for American m anufacturers, but for the Amer­ 
ican farmers. 
ttegan and Carlisle followed w ith argum ents 
on the same line 
Plumb moved to am end the par :graph by re­ 
ducing the duty on lead ore from i)¿ cents per 
P mud to three-quarters of a cent. 
He thought 
the Seuate was coming to a point where the 
sy-tem of protection would result in breaking 
down certain home industries for the benefit of 
other industries, and w here the larger indus­ 
tries were to destroy the sm aller ones. 
If the 
mine-owners of Colorado, who had derived so 
m uch lrom the recent silver legislation, desired 
to get still more benefit by a tax on these 
M exican ores, why did they not propore a duty 
on silver ores. 
Stewart argued against the am endm ent and 
in favor oí a duty on lead ores as proposed in 
the paragraph.

The m iners were 50,000 
strong, and toev con-um ed more of the agri­ 
cultural products of Kansas and Nebraska than 
the whole of Mexico consumed, and Kansas 
was indebted to the m iners of Coloiado for 
w hatever prosperity she enjoyed. 
Continuing his argum ent, Teller 
said, if 
the lead duty was shorn from the bill, the only 
thing in it for the be. efit ot tne great Northwest, 
there wonld not be a R epubli.au in th at region 
in favor of the bill, and that there should not 
be. 
Jones of Nevada said the most im portant 
feature of the bill for the m ining industries of 
the country was the dnty on lead and lead ores. 
Not only were there 
m any 
thousands of 
persons engaged in lead m ining, but 95 per 
cent, ol the silver yield of the United States 
came (tom mines in which th at metal was 
found in combination with lead. 
Of those 
m ines the larger num ber would not pay the ex- 
pensesoi operation for si ver alone. W ithout the 
duty on iced and lead ores these m ines would 
be abandored. 
This wonld not m erely destroy 
great industries, but would seriously affect the 
supply of Ihe precious m etals w hich formed tne 
money of the world 
Jones paid a warm tribute 
to the r ersonnl characteristics of the American 
miuers, aud said their 
labors 
contributed 
largely to the prosperity of the country. 
The bill was laid aside inform ally, aud the 
House joint resolution in relation to o alh sin 
pension cases reported and passed, authorizing 
them to te adm inistered by any person empow­ 
ered to adm inister oaths. 
The House resolution for the appointm ent of 
a com m ittee of seven Representatives and three 
Senators to superintend the funeral of the late

THE SALE OE A NOMINATION. 


W hen the nomination of Mr. Pond was 
announced many of the press with a frank­ 
ness eminently creditable to independent 
as well as to partisan journalism, expressed 
th e opinion that the 
Democracy had 
nominated one of its strongest men. This 
was due to the mistaken belief that Mr. 
Pond had remained in the lists untram ­ 
meled and independent. 
In that supposed 
attitude he stood more nearly upon a level 
w ith Mr. Markham, whose manly inde­ 
pendence and freedom from 
entangle­ 
ments won him 
his 
nomination, and 
secured him the cordial indorsement of 
representatives in the Republican Conven­ 
tion who had stood firmly for other manly 
and independent candidates, such as Mr. 
Morrow, General Chipman and others. 
It 
was therefore natural and commendable 
that Republican expression should speak 
of Mr. Pond as a foeman more worthy the 
steel of Mr. M arkham than Ls usually pre­ 
sented by the Democracy. 
But the San Jose Convention had not 
completed its labors, before it became 
widely known to be an indisputable fact, 
that candidates who refused to crook the 
knee to Christopher Buckley had been 
sent to the wall in favor of Mr. Pond, be­ 
cause the latter had made his peace with 
the boss, had sent agents to him and liter- 
erally crawled in the dirt at his feet. This 
fact put an entirely new face upon the 
candidacy of Mr. Pond. 
It affirmed the 
charge concerning the situation in the 
municipal government of San Francisco, 
th at by a cunning, hut now transparent, 
device, the equaminitv of the solid nine of 
the Board of Supervisors, is undisturbed 
by the seeming antagonism of Mayor Pond, 
who really holds his place by the grace of 
the autocrat of the metropolis.

level of the meanest of Buckley’s servitors. 
H e bartered his independence for consider­ 
ations that will become plain should the 
calamity of his election overtake the State. 
A nomination that it was supposed was 
the free will choice of a free man by rep 
resentat ives of a large hotly of the jteople, 
became a political event of the most sensa­ 
tional character. 
It revealed to the peo­ 
ple a compact ot the most far reaching 
cunning, and gave the electors of this 
State fair notice that by an act of hypoc­ 
risy and treachery an attem pt was to lie 
made to betray the State Government into 
the hands of Christopher Buckley. That 
he was to dispose patronage and shape the 
legislation of the State to answer the pur­ 
poses of his unholy ambition, which m 
San Francisco is so far-reaching and has 
such strength that not the meanest dis­ 
charge of duty, the letting of the most in 
consequential contract, the grant of the 
most ordinary privilege, or the disburse­ 
m ent of the slenderest salary can be had 
without paying tribute to the political 
roguery and merciless grasping of the 
power that has its genesis and its ending 
in Boss Buckley. 
The nomination of Pond, therefore, be­ 
came the candidacy of the chief of the 
most pernicious bossism that has ever 
afilie ted the American people. 
Even cold, 
unmagnetie and pulseless as he is, Mr. 
Pond, without alliance with Buckley, had 
elem ents of strength that it would have 
been weakness to have ignored, though 
they were not such as counterbalance 
those of the Republican nominee. 
W ith 
Buckley 
championing 
and 
managing 
Pond, who had done servile obeisance to 
him , the candidacy of the latter, already 
w eighted down by the party of obstruc­ 
tion and disorganization, becomes simply 
the candidacy of Buckley. 
The battle of 
the campaign assumes a phase that 
novel in California politics, and that as­ 
sures the election of the Republican citi 
zen proposed by the most self-reliant, in 
dependent, untrammeled and self-assertive 
representative 
political body that has 
made an impress upon the history of the 
State. 


A y e a r ago the R e c o r p - U n io n called 
the attention of the posta, authorities at 
W ashington to the fact that people in San 
Francisco were compelled to go far to one 
side of that city to procure j>ostage stamps 
a t the Postoflice, or else beg the privilege 
of buying stamps at business offices, or of 
stationers, or of a few druggists who keep 
them for the accommodation of their reg 
ular patrons. 
If they could not accom 
modate, then the searcher had to submit 
to the extortions of street stamp peddlers. 
We pointed out that there was need for 
official stations for the sale of stamps. The 
press of San Francisco paid no attention to 
the m atter, though the inconvenience to 
which people in that city were put by the 
then existing state of affairs was very 
gieat.

prices. 
The local press of San Francisco 
need return no thanks to this journal for 
having secured the reform referred to— 
our purpose was to serve the convenience 
of the “transients” who in all the past 
during visits to the Bay city have had to 
chase for weary hours over the rough 
ways of that hilly place to secure a single 
postage stamp, at even double the official 
price. 
Some time ago seven stations, in­ 
cluding the branch Postoffice, were estab­ 
lished, but they were in remote parts and 
wholly inadequate. 
The establishment of 
forty new stations will, however, meet the 
need to which the R ecord-Union called 
attention.

A ccording to the statements of Admiral 
Brown, of the Charleston, there is impend­ 
ing in the Hawaiian Island a revolution of 
a serious character. 
The young men na­ 
tive to the soil and Hawaiian tribes, who 
have been educated abroad, are demanding 
that foreigners retire from the administra­ 
tion of the government and give place to 
natives—hence the battle cry is to be, 
“Ilaw a'i for Hawaiians.” The National Re­ 
form party will oppose the malcontents, 
hut its strength is not great. The agita­ 
tors have drawn up a new constitution 
and refuse to take the time necessary for 
proposal of amendments to the existing 
one. 
They promise the K ing enlarged 
powers but are deceiving him and really 
intend to depose Kalakaua and put his 
sister upon the throne. A ll this is not 
unexpected. 
T hat a new and strong ele­ 
ment was coming to the front in the Is­ 
lands was well known some years ago. 
T hat it should be composed of natives, 
jealous of the power exercised by foreigners, 
is not unnatural. 
W hile a revolution 
would oust more Americans than Euro­ 
peans from 
power, we must recognize 
the strength of the claim of Hawaiians to 
be given the foremost place in govern­ 
ment, provided those who aspire are com­ 
petent. 
Otherwise the character of the 
government cannot remain Hawaiian save 
in name. Many natives have been educated 
in American schools. 
A very good sys­ 
tem of schools prevails in the Island gov­ 
ernm ent, and it is therefore but natural 
that the native elements should now as­ 
sert themselves. 
American interests are 
not likely to suffer by any such revolution 
as is now anticipated, nor will the U nited 
States lose place in the estimation of the 
H aw aiian Government. 
It is, and under 
any such change as is anticipated will be, 
more in sympathy with the U nited States 
than with any other nation. 
The revolu­ 
tion need not be looked upon, therefore, in 
this country with any alarm. 


T h e 
reports 
th at Chile 
is 
on the 
point of governmental dissolution should 
not be credited. 
The Chilean men of 
affairs have proved to he statesmen, capi­ 
tal soldiers, and if not the best of finan­ 
ciers, they are patriotic, devoted to the 
upbuilding of their Republic, untiring, 
loyal to its laws, and have made it the 
dominant power upon the west coast of 
South America. 
More than any other 
people of that coast the Chileans are in ­ 
dustrious, even the lowest classes are loyal 
to the Government, and believe the des­ 
tiny of Chile to be th at of the first nation 
of the southern continent. 
Chile has been 
the railway builder of the west coast; she 
enlists the most courageous investors, Bhe 
invites enterprise, capital and labor, and 
applauds pluck and business energy. W ho­ 
ever has intelligently observed the course 
of that nation must he impressed by the 
fact that it is pre-eminently the progress­ 
ive, enterprising and aggressive country of 
South America. 
The Government of such 
a people is not to fall to pieces; it meets 
storms, but passes safely through them; its 
citizenship is of a character and intelli­ 
gence that makes republicanism in that 
land a permanency.

T hat much

I lence it is th at out-of-{>ort quarantine of 
ships coming from infected (torts should be 
insisted upon. 
All linen on board should 
be laundried, all clothing fumigated, and 
the ship thoroughly disinfected before en­ 
tering the (tort of destination. 
Such pre­ 
cautions as these should be adopted at 
San Francisco, and the utmost rigor exer­ 
cised to prevent the introduction of the 
germs of the dread disease.

A t San Francisco yesterday Judge Lo­ 
renzo Saw yer, in the U nited States Circuit 
Court, handed dow n a decision in the cases 
of Lee Sing and Sicg Tee Quong, other­ 
wise know n as th e B ingham O rdinance 
test cases, w hich be declares invalid and 
unconstitutional. 
Judge Saw yer said: 
A rticle XIV., Section 1, of the C onstitu­ 
tion of the U nited States reads as follows: 
"Section 1. 
All persons born or n atu ra l­ 
ized in the U nited States, and subject to 
the jurisdiction thereof, are citizens of the 
U nited States and of the State w herein 
they reside. 
No State shall 
m ake 
or 
enforce any law w hich shall abridge the 
privileges or im m unities of the citizens of 
the U nited States, nor shall any State de­ 
prive any person of life, liberty or property, 
w ithout due process of law, nor deny to 
any person w ithin its jurisdiction the 
equal protection of th e law s.” 
A rticle V I. of the B urlingam e Treaty 
provides: "T h a t Chinese snbjects visiting 
or residing in the U nited States shall enjoy 
th e sam e privileges, im m unities and ex­ 
em ptions in respect to travel or residence 
as m ay there be enjoyed by tbe citizens or 
subjects of the m ost favored nation.” 
Section 1897 of the Revised Statutes pro­ 
vides as follow s: 
“ All persons w ithin the 
jurisdiction of the U nited States shall have 
the sam e right in every State and T erritory 
to m ake and enforce contracts; to sue par­ 
ties, give evidence, and to the full and 
equal becefit of all laws aDd proceedings 
for the security of persons and property, 
and shall be subject to like punishm ents, 
pains, penalties, taxes, licenses and ex­ 
actions of every kind, and to no other.” 
A rticle V I., Section 2, of the N ational 
C onstitution provides th at "tb e 
U nited 
States C onstitution and the law s of the 
U nited States w hich shall be m ade in p u r­ 
suance thereof, and all treaties m ade or 
which shall be m ade under the authority 
of the U nited States, shall be th e suprem e 
law of the land, and the Judges in every 
State Bhall be bound thereby, anytüing in 
the C onstitution or laws of any State to the 
contrary notw ithstanding.” 
T he discrim ination against Chinese and 
the gross inequality of the operation npon 
the Chinese of th 's ordinance in violation 
of th e constitutional treaty and constitu­ 
tional provisions cited, is so m anifest upon 
its face th at I am unable to com prehend 
how this discrim ination and inequality of 
application and the c jn sf quent violation of 
the express provisions of tne constitutional 
tieaties and statutes of the U nited States, 
can fail to be borne in raind to every intel­ 
ligent person, be he law yer or laym an. 
T he operation of the ordinance is not 
aim ed at any particular unw holesom e or 
im m oral occupation or practice, but it de­ 
clares it “ to be unlaw ful for any Chinese 
to locate, reside or carry on business w ithin 
tbe city and county of San Francisco, ex­ 
cept in that district of the State, city and 
county hereinafter provided for th eir loca­ 
tion.” 
After further quotiDg at length the pro­ 
visions of the ordinance. Judge Sawyer 
continued : “ The obvious purpose of this 
order is to forcibly drive out a w hole com ­ 
m unity of tw enty odd thousand people, old 
and young, m ale and female citizens of tbe 
U nited States, born in the U nited States, 
and foreigners, m oral and im m oral, good, 
bad and indifferent, w ithout respect to cir­ 
cum stances or conditions, from a w hole 
section of the city w hich they have in ­ 
habited and in w hich they have carried on 
all kinds of business, m ercantile, m anufact­ 
uring and otherw ise, for m ore than forty 
years. 
M any of them were born therein in 
th eir own houses, and are citizens of the 
U nited States, entitled to all the rights and 
privileges of the U nited States that are en­ 
joyed by any other citizen of the United 
States. 
They all, w ithout distinction or 
exception, are to leave their hom es and 
property occupied by them for nearly a 
half a century and go either out of the city 
and county or to a section w ith prescribed 
lim its w ithin tbe city 
and county not 
owned by them or by the city, 
“ This, 
besides 
being 
discrim inating 
against them and unequal in its operation 
upon them and all others, is sim ply an 
arbitrary confiscation of th eir hom es nnd 
property, and depriving them w ithout due 
process* or any process of law. and what 
little there w ould be left after abandoning 
their hom es and various places of business 
would again be confiscated in com pul­ 
sorily buying lands in the various places 
assigned to them , and w hich tbey do not 
ow n,’ upon such exorbitant term s as tbe 
present owners, w ith the advantage given 
them , w ould 
certainly 
impose. 
T here 
would be no room for freedom of action in 
buying again. 
They w ould be compelled 
to take any lands upon any term s arbi­ 
trarily proposed, or go outside the city and 
county of San Francisco. 
T hat this ordi­ 
nance is a direct violation of tbe C onstitu­ 
tion of the U nited States, and of the ex­ 
press provisions of the several treaties with 
C hina and of the statutes of the U nited 
States, is so obvious th at I shall not waste 
m ore tim e or words in discussing it. 
To 
any reasonable, intelligent and well-oal- 
anced m ind discussion or argum ent would 
be w holly unnecessary and superfluous 
To those m inds w hich are so constituted 
th at the invalidity of this ordinance is not 
apparent upon inspection, discussion or 
argum ent would be useless. 
“ The authority upon w hich this order is 
based is not w ithin any legitim ate police 
power of the city. 
( S e e in r e .T ie L o y .il 
Saw., 472; iu re. A h Fong, 3 Saw., 144; 
Chv LuDg vs. Freem an, 92 U. 8 , 275; in 
re. Q uong Qoo, 7 Saw . 531.) 
“ Let the order be adjudged to be void, as 
being in direct conflict w ith the C onstitu­ 
tion, treaties and statutes of the U nited 
States, and 
let 
th e petitioners be dis­ 
charged.”

THE MONEY ORDER SYSTEM. 


he is held responsible for such payment, it 
will be readily seen that he is perfectly 
justified in exercising great care, as the 
salary allowed the average money-order 
clerk will not perm it of duplicate pay­ 
ments. 
It should be borne in m ind that a money- 
ordfr is payable to no one except the per­ 
son in whose favor it is drawn—unless in­ 
dorsement is made on the back thereof. 
W ives often present m oney orders draw n 
in favor of their husbands w ithout the 
proper indorsem ent having been m ade, the 
result being th at the clerk m ust refuse pay­ 
m ent. 
A great m any people are of the opinion 
th at a m oney order m ay be procured pay­ 
able at any postoffice. 
T his is an erroneous idea, as only such 
offices as are specially designated as m oney 
order offices are allow ed to issue or pay 
m oney orders. 
If any doubt exists as to w hether an 
office is a m oney order office, request the 
clerk to furnish you w ith a list of such 
offices. 
A n order m ay be obtained for 
bdv 
am ount from 1 cent to $100 
W hen a larger sum than $100 is required 
additional m oney orders to m ake ir up 
m ust be obtained; three orders for $100 
each in favor of the sam e payee is all that 
can be issued during one-day. 
The course to be pursned in obtaining a 
foreign or international m oney order is 
sim ilar to the m anner of procuring a do­ 
m estic or ordinary order, w itn the excep­ 
tion th at a different lorm of application is 
used. 
A few words regarding postal notes m ay 
prove instructive as well as interesting : 
F o r tbe transm ission of sm all sum s, 
under $5. through th e m ails the Postm as­ 
ter-General has authorized the issuance of 
w hat is term ed “ postal notes.” 
A w ritten application is not required 
from the purchaser of a postal note, as it is 
from the pnrchaser of a m oney order, and 
any num ber m ay be purchased. 
They are payable to bearer and at any 
mnyiegfOrdcr oflice, w hich renders them a 
very convenient m eans of rem itting sm all 
am ounts. 
If lost no duplicate thereof can be ob­ 
tained. 
A postal note becomes invalid if not 
presented for paym ent w ithin three m onths 
from the last day of the m onth of issue. 
In order to secure paym ent of such a note 
th e holder should apply to the Postm aster 
for a duplicate thereof, w hich will be is­ 
sued, an additional fee of 3 cents bei“ g 
charged. 
The observance of a few suzgestions here 
presented will be of service both to the 
public and clerk : 
1. Be prepared to furnish the full nam e 
and address of the person to whom you de­ 
sire to rem it. 
2. Do not retain tbe order given you by 
the clerk as a receipt, but forw ard it to tbe 
payee, as it will be im possible to secure 
paym ent w ithout it. 
3. Refer to th e table giving the rates of 
com m ission, which will be found on the 
back of the application, and ascertain the 
am o u n t of fees necessary. 
4 Be prepared to state definitely w hether 
von desire a “ m oney order” or a “ postal 
note.” 
5. Bear in m ind the fact th at a m oney order 
clerk is throw n in contact w ith all sorts of 
natures and dispositions, and it is not to be 
wondered at th at his tem per som etim es 
gets control of him .

WONDERFUL 
PALMS. 


In d ig e n o u s to 
T w o R e m a rk a b le T re e s 
B ra z il. 
U nited States Consul Burke, of Bahia, 
Brazil, tells of two remarkable trees in his 
last report to the U nited States Govern­ 
ment. 
They are palms, indigenous to 
Brazil, and are thus described by him: 
The eatnanba is certainly a wonderful 
tree. 
Every part of it—root, rootlet, 
branch and trunk—is available; in fact, it 
is indispensable for the natives in building 
and roofing their huts, making fences, etc., 
while the articles made from it supply 
them with food, light and medicine. 
It is 
a species of palm tree and grows in dry, 
sandy soil. 
The bulb (the size depending 
upon the size of the tree) is strongly fari­ 
naceous, and when dried and ground pro­ 
duces a kind of farischa used for food by 
the natives, while the rootlets of the bulb 
are used for medicine, possessing a strong 
cathartic property. 
The trunk while! the 
tree is young contains a soft, oleaginous, 
substance, something like marrow. 
This 
is good food for cattle, sheep, goats and 
hogs. After the tree attains a growth of 
a few years the trunk becomes very hard, 
and can then be used for building purposes. 
The lower part of the branches, which 
grow to a length of eight to ten or twelve 
feet are chiefly used for fences. 
They are 
wide and flat at the bottom and tapering 
toward the top, with short, hard and very- 
sharp thorns at the edges, in appearance 
not unlike the month of a saw-nsh. 
The 
fence made from this material is very 
strong. 
The least part of the branch, 
when cut and sun dried gives an exuda­ 
tion, which appears on the fan-like leaf 
or blade. 
It is a tenacious substance, 
possessing properties very similar to bees­ 
wax. 
This wax is extensively used for 
making candles. 
The leaf or blade has a 
fiber from which hats, mats, baskets, rope, 
brooms, dusters, etc., are made. W hen the 
exudation is scraped from the blades of 
palm the branches are used for roofing 
huts and small houses and for protecting 
brick walls from the fierce rays of the 
sun, as well as from the rain. 
The fruit 
of the tree is sweet and palatable. 
The 
kernel or seed is pounded to a powder 
and is used in infusion in place of coffee. 
Another valuable tree, found almost ex­ 
clusively in this State of Bahia and in the 
northern part of the State of Minas-Ge- 
raes, which joins this State on the south, 
is the piassava tree. 
Like camanba, the 
piassava is also a species of palm tree. 
From it is obtained a fiber and nuts called 
coquilhos. 
Ropes, 
brooms, brushes 
of 
nearly every kind and for every purpose 
are manufactured from the fiber of this 
tree. 
It is, however, nearly all shipped to 
England and there manufactured. 
Very 
little goes to the U nited States. 
The na­ 
tives simply twist the fiber and use it for 
rope. 
Germany takes some of tbe fiber 
also, and some of the other European coun­ 
tries, but England takes more than half of 
all exported. 
For the year 1S88 over 
25,000 tons were exported, England taking 
about three-fourths thereof. The coquilhos, 
or nuts, are also exported or manufac­ 
tured into buttons, knife-blades and trink­ 
ets of various kinds. 
The coquilho is 
susceptible of a high polish, and in this 
condition has a very close resemblance to 
ivory. 
Piassava patches, called campos, 
are found in the very heart of the virgin 
forests, and are also scattered through the 
more open woodland, and 
are called 
piassava do matto and piassava do campo. 
The most of these trees along the coast 
here have been cut; therefore, in order to 
obtain the piassava now it is necessary to 
go some distance to the interior. 
The 
Government 
owns 
nearly all of the 
piassava lands, renting or giving a license 
to parties wishing to obtain the fiber, the 
license extending from a year to a year 
and a half. 
Instead of stripping the liber 
from the tree while standing, the tree is 
cut down. 
In this way the land is cleared, 
and, if along a river, a jazenda of cocoa or 
coffee or sugar could be made very profit­ 
able, the parties, after the clearing, buying 
the land from the Government. 
The 
district between the rivers Jequitinhonha 
and Da Selsa is very rich in fine piassava, 
and the land, when cleared, would be most 
excellent for jazendas. 


H e K n ew H ow to F id d le . 
A census agant assigned to the work of 
collecting tbe statistics of the fish and 
fisheries of South Carolina would have 
made a failure of it had he not known 
how to fiddle. 
A t the town where he ex­ 
pected to accomplish the largest part of 
liis task every one was as dumb as an 
oyster. 
In despair of obtaining any in­ 
formation he went into a store to listen to 
a man who was playing a fiddle. 
W hen 
the man had finished his tune he picked 
up the instrum ent and sounded two or 
three notes with the bow. 
The crowd in­ 
sisted th at he shouid play, and he gave 
them two or three lively airs in the style 
of a master. 
From that time he was the 
hero of the community and everybody was 
only too glad to fill him with figures re­ 
garding the fish interests of the place. 
Porter, to whom this case has been re­ 
ported, probably regrets that he didn’t 
employ more fiddlers.

T he object and aim of this im portant 
branch of the Postoffice D epartm ent is to 
prom ote public convenience, and to secure 
greater security 
in the transm ission of 
m oney through the m ail. 
Few people realize the vast am ount of 
business daily transacted through this me 
dinm . 
R em ittances are daily m ade to different 
parts of the world, and the assurance th at 
funds intrusted to the D epartm ent aré 
proof against loss is rapidly adding to the 
volum e of business now transacted. 
B lank forms o f application for m oney 
orders are furnished, and have been so sim ­ 
plified th at very little difficulty need be ex ­ 
perienced in the preparation of the sam e. 
A ll th at is required is tbe nam e of the 
applicant, the nam e and address of the 
party to whom the order is to be paid, ss 
well as the am ount. 
M any persons im agine th is a difficult 
task, b a t a few m om ents of calm deliber­ 
ation upon the part of any person of ordi 
nary ability will be all th at is necessary. 
Too m uch care can not be exercised in 
the ¡-reparation of an application, as it is in 
reality the foundation of a m oney order. 
From it all facts are taken, an error in 
w hich often causes great delay and incon­ 
venience. 
In procuring a m oney order for a m ar­ 
ried wom an, she should be described by 
her own nam e, and not by th at of her h u s­ 
band. 
In case of the loss of a m oney order in 
transm ission or otherw ise, a duplicate will 
be issued by the Superintendent of the 
Money O rder System upon application. 
The loss shouid be prom ptly reported to 
the issuing or paying Postm aster, w ho im ­ 
m ediately institutes a search for the m iss­ 
ing order: if unsuccessful, application will 
then be m ade for the issuance of a dupli­ 
cate thereof, w ithout any expense to the 
ow ner of the original order. 
A m oney-order becomes invalid if not 
presented for paym ent w ithin one year 
from tbe date of issue, for this reason an 
order should be presented for paym ent as 
soon as practicable after its receipt. 
U pon the purchase of a m oney order it 
should be exam ined to ascertain w hether 
it has been properly filled up and stam ped, 
as any defect in these respects will canse 
delay in paym ent. 
When a money-order is presented for 
payment at the I’ostoffice upon which it is 
drawn, the clerk is compelled to nse all 
proper means to assure himself that the 
person presenting the same is the person 
intended in his letter of advice. 
To satisfy him self it becomes necessary 
for him to propound a number of ques-

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HORSES OR ELECTRICITY. 


THE CITY TRUSTEES CONSIDER THE 
HENRY PROPOSITION. 


T heir D ecision C annot be R eached U ntil 
N ext W eek—T he M atter Q uite 
F ully Discussed* 


T. L. Eowright, D. A. Lindley, E. B. 
Willis, George M. Mott and C. H. Hubbard, 
the committee appointed by the Board of 
Trade to wait upon the City Trustees and 
urge the adoption of the proposed amend­ 
ments to the Central Railway Company’s 
franchise, were present at yesterday's ses­ 
sion of the City Trustees, and several mem­ 
bers of the committee addressed the Board 
on the subject. They stated that, as repre­ 
sentatives of the Board of Trade, they 
hoped the Trustees would consider favor­ 
ably the proposition to grant the request of 
the Central Railway Company and J. H. 
Henry, with proper restrictions. 
Two of the members of the committee 
who had seen the San Jose road, as ope­ 
rated by Mr. Henry, spoke favorably of it, 
as indeed did all who had examined the 
pole system in use there. The merchants, 
farmers and everybody in and about San 
Jose were outspoken in their praises of the 
road, and not a person was found who did 
not express himself as highly pieased 
with it. 
Mayor Comstock said he was favorable to 
the proposition, with proper restrictions for 
the city’s interests. These resti ictions were 
being prepared and were not then ready to 
be acted upon. 
Mr. Heury, the owner of the San Jose 
road, and who will bnv the property of the 
Central Railway Company in this city, 
provided the Trustees grant him the privi­ 
lege to use the pole system, addressed the 
Board, assuring them that he had no ob­ 
jection to any restrictions that were rea­ 
sonable. He intended to carry out his 
contract with the city in every detail, and 
would agree to almost anything. He did 
not know for certain whether it would be 
advisable for him to electrically equip that 
branch of the road that ran along Eleventh, 
L and M streets, but if the travel war­ 
ranted it he would certainly do so. He 
intended to operate every portion of the 
road every day in the year, excepting, per­ 
haps, the sour on Nineteenth, from G to J, 
on which it would not pay to run cars ex­ 
cept during the State Fair. He was anx­ 
ious to have the Trustees take action as 
soon as possible, so that he could immedi­ 
ately proceed to equip the road. 
Trustee Wolf wanted to know how many 
more poles Mr. Henry was going to put op 
on J street. He thought there were about 
enouh there already. 
Mr. Henry said he felLquite certain that 
he would not need to put up a pole on the 
business streets, but could use those 
already up and owned by the Electric 
Light Company. He wanted to have the 
legal right, however, to put up poles if it 
was necessary. The Electric Light Com­ 
pany might take down the poles on J 
street and move them off somewhere else. 
In such case he should certainly want the 
right to put up proles of his own. 
Mayor Comstock desired to know if there 
was any one present who had any objection 
Jo the proposition of Mr. Henry, and no­ 
body made answer. 
Mr. Henry promised to submit his pro­ 
prosed amendments to the Board at the 
afternoon session. 
After recess the Mayor read the proposed 
ordinance, and asked George A. Blanchard, 
the attorney, for his opinion as to its pro­ 
visions. 
The latter said it was lacking in what be 
considered many impxrrtant provisions. It 
did not provide for keeping in repair the 
streets between the railroad tracks, etc. He 
was not familiar witb the ordinance which 
this one was expected to amend. 
Mr. Henry explained that the company’s 
old franchise provided for everything, even 
to running tne road by electricity. The 
only thing additional asked was the privi­ 
lege to erect poles by which to conduct the 
electricity to the cirs. The Street Commis­ 
sioner had all to say as to where poles 
should be set or how the work should be 
done. He had nothing to ask that would 
inconvenience any person. All that was 
asked, in addition to the privileges al­ 
ready granted the Central Railway Com­ 
pany, was simply the right to use poles for 
supporting electric wires—and the proba­ 
bility was that the poles now up would 
largely answer the purpose. It was not 
proposed to alter the existing ordinance in 
any other respect. The old ordinance says 
that poles shall not be set in the streets, 
and all he wanted was to have that pro­ 
vision amended. 
During the consideration of the subject 
Mr. Alsip read to the Board the ordinance 
now in foTce in which the terms of the 
Central Railway Company’s franchise are 
fully set forth. It was tound to contain 
many things that the members of the 
Board had forgotten. For instance, the 
franchise provides that all the require­ 
ments of the Civil Code shall be complied 
with. These requirements cover many of 
the more important details governing the 
m anner of operating the read, care of 
streets, etc. The fact was also revealed 
that Section 8 (the one asked to be amend­ 
ed) provides that the road may be operated 
by electricity. It does not prescribe any 
particular electric system, as the attorney 
who advised the Board seemed to think, 
but provides that poles shall not be erected 
in the streets. 
Hence, the only change that Mr. Henry 
asks to have made is the amendment of 
that one section, so that poles may be used. 
The rest of the franchise, of course, would 
remain iu force, and Mr. Henry, as the 
successor of the present owners, would be 
bounden by all of its provisions. 
It will be readily seen, therefore, that 
the proposition involved is a very simple 
one: “Shall Mr. Henry be granted the 
privilege to operate the road under the 
present franchise, with the addition of 
street poles, in case he should require 
them ?” 
This is, in brief the situation. No new 
franchise is asked for, and no changes are 
desired in the existing one, except in re­ 
gard to the U9e of poles. 
After an informal discussion of the mat­ 
ter for a couple of hours, during which the 
Trustees all seemed to take a favorable 
view of the main proposition, the matter 
went over one week, under the rnle, as the 
Board considered yesterday’s reading of 
the ordinance the first. 
Mr. Henry informed the Board that he 
had given á 115 000 bond to the present 
owners of the road to complete all the 
work under the franchise within six 
months. This means various extensions, 
and the expenditure of a great deal of 
money in the city. 


CITY AFFAIRS. 
W hat W as D one at Y esterday's Session 
of th e T rustees. 
At yesterday's session of the City Trus­ 
tees the Chief Engineer of the Water 
Works reported that 41,191,000 gallons of 
water was pnmped daring the week, the 
Holly engine running 541 hoars and the 
Stevens 139 nonrs. 
The Mayor asked Ponndkeeper O'Neill 
why he did no: impound the horse which 
had been running loose in the streets in 
the vicinity of Capitol Park. O'Neill said 
the animal did not belong to him. as re­ 
ported, bat was owned by a boy who car­ 
ried a newspaper route. The horse had 
since been taken to the boue-yard and 
killed. 
Bids were opened for the grading and 
graveling of J street, from Fourteenth to 
Thirty-first. The Street Improvement Com­ 
pany’s bid was the lowest of the three sub­ 
mitted. 
The Sacramento Improvement Company 
also submitted the lowest bids to grade and 
gravel N street from Fifteenth to Nine­ 
teenth, and Twelfth street from F to G. 
Henry Dehn, a street contractor, wanted 
to know when the city would be ready to 
S 
ay its share of the cost of street grading, 
ie thought a temporary fund might be 
created and the contractors be paid out of 
it as their work was completed. 
The Mayor informed Mr. Dehn that the 
monev would be ready by October 1st. 
W. J. FurloDg presented» petition signed 
by a majority of propertv-owners in the 
block bounded by Nineteenth and Twen­ 
tieth, G and H streets, for a saloon on the 
corner of Twentieth and G. He also filed 
a bond in the sum of $1,000. with A. W . 
O’Brien and Frank Ruhstaller as sureties. 
City Superintendent of Public Schools 
Albert Hart addressed a communication to 
the Board, notifying them that the Board 
of Education could not comply with the 
order of the Trustees to construct a new 
sidewalk around certain school property 
on account of the lack of funds, they not 
having been given proper consideration in 
the tax levy made by the City Trustees. 
Trustee McLaughlin said that if the city 
could not take care of its own property no 


one else would be supposed to heed the re­ 
quest of the Board. 
The proprietors of the Cafe Royal and 
Diamond Saloons filed petitions to conduct 
their business. 
. . . 
Colonel J. W. Gnthne appeared before 
the Board and asked permission for the 
military companies to use A street, from 
Tenth to Twelfth, as a shooting range. 
There was no street there, and probably 
never would be. The regiment proposed 
to have it surveyed and then construct a 
raDge, where they could shoot at all times 
of the year. They intended to expend 
about $500 in building bulkheads and 
stands. 
The matter was referred to the Street 
Commissioner, with full power to act. 
Isaac Joseph appeared before the Board 
and asked whether or not any conclusion 
had been reached concerning the matter of 
the city paying any portion of the expense 
of paving Oak Avenue, He said it had 
been put off from week to week, and the 
citizens interested wauled the thing settled 
one way or the other. 
He was informed that the City Attorney 
had not yet rendered an opinion in the 
matter. 
Mr. Joseph said he was weary of danc­ 
ing attendance on the Board week after 
week, and the property owners along the 
avenue were weary of the delay, and so 
were the contractors who did the work. 
Oak Avenue, he said, is not an alley, and 
is emitted to its share of the special fund 
voted for street improvement, 
Trustee McLaughlin asked Mr. Joseph 
what the Oak Avenue people intended to 
do if the Boord should see fit not to allow 
one-fonrlh of the expense. 
Mr. Joseph replied that they would op­ 
pose the payment by the city of any portion 
of the expense for street work commenced 
rior to the bond election. Oak Avenue, 
etween Fifth and Sixth, J and K, he said, 
had been widened twenty feet from its ori­ 
ginal lines, and was accepted by the city as 
a street. Therefore it was entitled to its 
share of the monty. 
After some further discussion the matter 
went over another week. 
The matter of H. C. Megerle’s allege 
double assessment for taxes was taken up. 
It was shown that the petitioner was two 
years behind on his taxes for 1889 and the 
Board decided that if the arrearages were 
paid np it would consider the matter of re­ 
ducing the assessment levied for the pres­ 
ent year. 
A resolution was passed ordering the im ­ 
provement of Fourth street, from R to S, 
by roundiug np. 
The Board then adjourned.

A MAN ADMITS VIOLATING AN ORDI­ 
NANCE, BUT IS ACQUITTED. 


W hy J . D. Sm ith W as R efused a License 
to C onduct a Saloon—A Ju ro r's 
E xplanation. 


On the first day of the present month 
the license of J. D. Smith to conduct a 
saloon on K street expired, and when 
Smith went to the License Office to have 
his license rene wed it was denied him. 
Collector Putnam explaining that Mayor 
Comstock had given orders to that effect 
for the reason that Smith had been con­ 
ducting a disorderly house—a deadfall. 
Smith, however, continued to dispense 
liquor from his bar without a license, and 
in violation of the municipal law. 
A warrant was sworn to by police officer 
Gibson and Smith arrested for violating 
Ordinance No. 262, which reads as follows: 
Every person who commences or carries on 
any business, trade, profession or ea ting for 
the transaction or carrying on of which a 
license is required by any ordinance of this 
city,without taking out or procuring the license 
prescribed by such ordinance, is gu* .y of a mis­ 
demeanor, and shall, upon conviction, be pun­ 
ished by a fine not exceeding $500, or by im­ 
prisonment not exceeding six months, or by 
both such fine and imprisonment. 
Ordinance No. 263 goes farther than 262 
by defining what persons and what char­ 
acter of houses or saloons may be licensed 
by the Trustees. 
The applicant for a 
license mast present a petition to the 
Trastees, and the same shall be accompan­ 
ied by, and contain the names and signa­ 
tures of a majority of the citizens residing 
in the city block or square in which said 
saloon is proposed to be opened or con­ 
ducted. 
Also, that the petitioner, if 
granted a license, must bind himself to 
keep it in an orderly and decent manner. A 
written complaint may be filed with the 
Board of Trustees and signed by six or 
more citizens, setting forth that any bar­ 
room, public saloon, dance-house, theater, 
variety show or any other place of amuse­ 
ment in existence and maintained within 
the city limits at the lime of the passage of 
this ordinance, is conducted in an unlaw­ 
ful, indecent, disorderly or disreputable 
manner, and the Trustees after investigat­ 
ing the case, must act according to the evi­ 
dence they shall have obtained. 
It was not under this latter ordinance, 
however, that Smith was arrested, City At­ 
torney Hart deeming No. 262 fully sufficient 
to warrant a conviction. 
Smith’s trial came up in the Police Court 
yesterday forenoon, and the defendant de­ 
manded a jury trial. Most of the morning 
session was consumed in impaneling a 
jury, the following-named being finally ac­ 
cepted : E. Fabian, Samuel Poska, A. 
Schaden, P. Vanzetti, John Reeves, S. 
Kohne, John Klotz, Sam Ginsberg, C. 
Voegel, S. Morris. H. Winters and james 
Parsons. 
The prosecution, represented by City At­ 
torney Hart, showed, by the testimony of 
Collector Putnam, that Smith had no li­ 
cense to carry on a saloon business since 
the 1st of this month, and by officer Gib­ 
son that Smith had, in defiance of the or­ 
dinance, carried on such business since the 
1st of this month. 
City Attorney Hart, by way of informa­ 
tion to the jury, read Section 263, in addi­ 
tion to No. 262, bnt the defense objected, 
and 263 was ruled out by the Court. 
The defense, which was represented by 
Hiram Johnson and George G. Davis, main­ 
tained that the defendant had been dis­ 
criminated against; 
that he had not 
wantonly violated the ordinance; that it 
had been the custom, where parties were 
considered “good,” not to require licenses 
to be paid before the Collector visited the 
place on his regular tour, and that Mr. 
Smith had reason to believe he conld con­ 
tinue the sale of liquor until such visit 
was made. 
Smith, on taking the witness stand, ad­ 
mitted that he at present had no license. 
Therefore, Mr. Hart, in presenting the 
case to the jury for the prosecution, held 
that the jury had but one matter to con­ 
sider,and that was whether or not Smith had 
violated Ordinance 262. That ordinance 
declares that any person who shall conduct 
a saloon without a license is guilty of a 
misdemeanor—and Smith had admitted 
that he had no license. 
The case was submitted, and when an 
hour or so later the jury returned a verdict 
of “not guilty” Judge Buckley and City 
Attorney Hart were paralyzed with aston­ 
ishment. 
After the jury had been discharged 
the Judge said be did not understand how 
Bitch a verdict could have been reached. 
The case was as plain as could be. Had 
the case been left to him he said he would 
have rendered a verdict of guilty. City At­ 
torney Hart also expressed himself as 
greatly surprised at the verdict. He did 
not understand how it was possible, in the 
face of the ordinance and Smith's admis­ 
sions, to find the defendant not guilty. He 
concluded, however, that the jury had mis­ 
construed the ordinance or else believed 
that Smith had been discriminated against, 
and bad acquitted him for sentimental 
reasons. 
A R ecord-TJnion reporter interviewed 
one of the jurors last evening in reference 
to the verdict. Said he: "W e acquitted 
Smith on a technicality. We believed him 
guilty, and would have rendered such a 
verdict were it not for the fact that the 
Citv Attorney had made a mistake in draw­ 
ing up the complaint, by setting forth that 
Smith violated Ordinance 262 instead of 
263. As we understood it, 262 merely tells 
how a person must proceed in order to 
start a saloon, while Ordinance 263 pro­ 
vides how a man shall be closed out who 
does not conduct an orderly honse. We 
also discussed the right of the Mayor indi­ 
vidually to order a license revoked. The 
verdict of acquittal was rendered on the 
technicality. Had Smith been arrested for 
violating 263, we would have convicted him 
promptly." 
City Attorney H art said la9t night that 
be would issue another complaint against 
Smith, charging him with violating No. 
263. "It is not a whit stronger than 262,” 
he said, “hut I’m just going to see what the 
next jury will do. Janes are as uncertain 
as the weather.”

T H E N EW YO RK STR IK E. 


S tatem en t by th e Suprem e Council of 
R ailro ad Em ployes. 
T erbe H aute, A ugust 25ih.—At 6 o'clock 
th is evening th e follow ing message was 
sent out by the Council of R ailw ay E m ­ 
ployes, signed by President Sargent and 
Secretary Sheehan, to Pow derly at Albany: 
“ T he SnDreme Council adjourned this after­ 
noon, after carefully considering the strike 
in all its details. Y ou will note the result of 
o ur deliberations in to-night’s despatches, 
w hich it is hoped will m eet w ith your ap ­ 
proval. 
T he Council was unanim ous in 
considering your position and the G rand 
E xecutive Board now earnestly hope9 th at 
th e right w hich you are cham pioning in 
th e great conflict on the New Y ork Central 
m ay finally and fully prevail.” 


TH E OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 
T erre H aute, A ugust 25th.—T he official 
statem ent of the Council given to the Asso­ 
ciated Press representative was as follows: 
To all Laboring Organizations:—Men and 
B rothers: 
On the night of A ugust 7th a 
strik e was began on the New Y ork Central 
an d 
H udson R iver R ailroad, involving 
about eight hundred m en in the em ploy of 
th e sam e road who were m em bers of the 
great 
labor organization 
know s as the 
K nights of Labor. 
T he reasons set forth by 
Pow derly, the Chief Executive of the order, 
m ay be sum m arized as follows: 
T he perem ptory discharge of between 
fifty and sixty m en, em ployes of th e road 
an d m em bers of the K nights o f Labor, 
w ithout giving them any reason w hatever 
for their discharge. P rior to the strike, the 
m en involved sought, through representa­ 
tives of the Order, to have th eir grievances 
adjusted, but their appeals being disre­ 
garded, the strike was inaugurated. 
A t 
th is juncture Pow derly, G rand 
M aster 
W orkm an of the K nights of Labor, en­ 
tered upon the task of adjusting the diffi­ 
culty and m aking such arrangem ents as 
w ould result in an honorable peace be­ 
tw een the employes and officials of the 
road, but his eflorts 
were 
unavailing. 
Pow derly, com piehending the purpose of 
H . W alter Webb, T hird V ice-President of 
th e company, to m ake 
w ar upon the 
K nights of Labor, and ultim ately upon all 
organized labor on bis road, sought a con­ 
ference with the Suprem e Council of the 
U nited Order of R ailw ay Em ployes. 
T he 
request of Pow derly was granted, to the 
exient that ¡m em bers of the Council and 
chief executives of the federated O rders 
m et in the city of Buffalo, as follows : F . 
8 argent, G rand M aster of the B rotherhood 
of Locomotive Firem en, and P resident of 
the Suprem e C ouncil; George W . H ow ard, 
G rand Chief of the B rotherhood of R ail­ 
w ay 
Conductors, 
and 
V ice-President 
of the Suprem e C o u n cil; 
S. 
E . 
W il­ 
kinson, Grand M aster of th e B rotherhood 
of Railw ay Conductors, and V ice-President 
of the Suprem e Council; S. E . W ilkinson, 
G rand M aster of the B rotherhood of R ail­ 
way T rain m en ,an d F ran k Sweeney, G rand 
M aster of the Sw itchm en’s M utual Aid 
Association. 
A t the conference w ith Pow ­ 
derly at Buffalo the m em bers of the Su­ 
prem e Council became satisfied th at the 
officers of the road, by every consideration 
of fair and honorable treatm ent of labor 
organizations, should m eet Pow derly and 
adopt som e ju st plau for adjustm ent of the 
grievance of the striking em ployes. T his 
conclusion having been reached, the m em ­ 
bers of the Suprem e Council, in response to 
the request of Pow derly, extended their 
journey to New Y ork to afford such aid as 
was in th eir pow er to briDg about a settle­ 
m ent between V ice-President W ebb, the 
official having full authority on all m atters 
pertaining to th e strike, and Pow derly, 
having authority to negotiate such arrange­ 
m ents for the K nights us m ight end tne 
dispute. 
A n interview having been secured, Pow ­ 
derly sought to have the m en discharged 
heard in their own defense in the presence 
of W ebb and him self. T his fair and h o n ­ 
orable proposition was refused. 
Pow derly 
proposed arbitration, w hich was also re­ 
fused w ith other propositions m ade, Pow ­ 
derly having for his object the honorable 
settlem ent of the existing difficulty, all ot 
w hich were refused on the part of W ebb. 
T he m em bers of the Suprem e Council, 
w hile in Buffalo and New Y ork, had 
am ple opportunities to thoroughly inform 
them selves upon all m atters concerning 
th e strike. T hey saw and heard both 
sides. 
They appreciated the gravity of the 
situation, and com prehending the im pend­ 
ing consequences to labor organizations, 
deem ed it advisable to convene the S u­ 
prem e Council for deliberation, and such 
conclusions as th e facts should w arrant. In 
response to the order of Sargent, the P res­ 
ident of th e Suprem e Council, th at body 
convened in Terre H aute last Saturday 
an d rem ained in session u n til noon to-day. 
In m aking th eir report to the Council 
th e m em bers who went to New York to 
confer w ith Pow derly found all the state­ 
m ents m ade by him fully corroborated by 
facts. 
In an interview w ith W ebb he re­ 
fused to entertain any proposition looking 
to a settlem ent of the difficulty. H e would 
n ot arbitrate any question, nor m ake any 
explanation or concession w hatever with 
regard to the discharged em ployes. 
H e 
claim ed the right to discharge em ployes at 
w ill, w ithout m aking an explanation or 
giving to the victim s in his power any 
reason for his despotic action. 
H e would 
m anage his road to suit him self, w ithout 
reference to any rights claim ed by its 
em ployes, or any rights claim ed by th e 
labor organizations to interfere in the m at­ 
ter to protect their m em bers. 
T he Council having heard statem ents of 
its m em bers who had visited New Y ork 
for the purpose of ascertaining the true 
condition of affairs, exhaustively dissected 
every im portant proposition, and arrived at 
conclusions as follow s; 
F irst—T he position of the K nights of La­ 
bor asset forth by Pow derly,G eneral Master 
W orkm an, and the General 
Executive 
B oard of the K nights of Labor, m eets w ith 
o ur unqualified approval. 
Second—The course pursued by W ebb 
tow ard Pow derly and the K n ig h ts'o f La­ 
bor, notw ithstanding his declarations to 
th e contrary, evinces a purpose to disrupt 
and destroy the labor organizations on the 
New Y ork Central and H udson R iver R ail­ 
w ay, as done by A ustin Corbin on the P h il­ 
adelphia and Reading. 
T h ird —T he policy of W ebb is despotic 
to th e extent that he outrages every princi­ 
ple of Am erican citizenship, and if gener­ 
ally adopted would, if successful, reduce 
A m erican workingm en to a degraded con­ 
dition of aflairs. 
F o u rth —W ebb, b 7 the em ploym ent of 
P in k erto n thieves, thugs and m urderers, 
vile wretches from the slum s and brothels 
o f New Y ork and other cities, to kill the 
w orkm en because they dared to protest 
against his rule and strike for their rights, 
is a crim e of such enorm ity as will associ­ 
ate the nam e of W ebb forever w ith those 
w ho, dressed in a little brief authority, 
have used their m oney to secure power to 
degrade their fellow m en. 
F ifth --T h a t the efforts now being put 
forth by W ebb to destroy the K nights of 
Labor would, were 
the 
circum stances 
changed in a like m anner, be m ade to de­ 
stroy the organizations ol the engineers, 
firem en, conductors, train men and sw itch­ 
m en, and if successful it is only a question 
of tim e when a sim ilar effort wiil be made 
to seal the fate of other labor organiza­ 
tions. 
S ix th —W ebb, by th e coarse he pursued 
tow ard th e K nights of Labor, and repre­ 
sentatives of the labor organizations, has 
show n a total disregard of those principles 
of citizen sovereignty desired by every 
A m erican w orthy the nam e, and consider­ 
ing only his m oney power am i corporate 
pow er of the com pany he represents, his 
acts, w hich speak louder than words, say, 
in the langnage of W . H . V anderbilt, once 
th e autocrat of th e New Y ork Central: 
“ T he public be dam ned.” 
S eventh—W ebb seeks to support this a r­ 
rogant attitude tow ards the w orkingm en 
and labor organizations by assum ing that 
th e New Y ork C entral and H udson R iver 
R ailroad is private property, and th at his 
acts in the treatm ent of bisem ployes are in 
no sense m atters of public concern: th at he 
can w ith im punity discharge m en and re­ 
m and them to idleness and poverty, and 
render them hom eless w anderers w ithout 
giving any explanation w hatever for his 
conduct, and disregarding the fact th at the 
corporation for w hich he plays the au to ­ 
crat is a th in g created by law s, in the 
m aking of w bieh the m en he seeks to d e ­ 
grade have 3 voice which, once united, will 


bring his corporation to the bar of justice, 
w here his m illions and th e other m illions 
he represents cease to be potential in de­ 
ciding questions of th is kind. 
In view of the foregoing facts th e Su­ 
prem e Council puts upon record its u n an i­ 
m ous and unqualified approval of the 
strike on th e New Y ork Central and H u d ­ 
son R iver R ailw ays for the cause set forth 
by Pow derly, as also the efforts m ade by 
Pow derly to bring the strike to an honor­ 
able term ination. 
In this general expres­ 
sion of approval of the action of 
the 
K nights of Labor, the course o f W ebb is 
as unequivocally condem ned. 
T he pow er of the Suprem e Council in 
th e m anner of a strike has been exerted to 
aid the K nights of Labor, through their 
representatives, to secure recognition of 
their O rder by the officials of each of the 
pow erful organizations; to secure for w ork­ 
ingm en, the victim s of autocrat power, a 
hearing, and to perform such other kindly 
offices as were proper under circum stances 
dem onstrating sym pathy and good-will, 
thereby aiding th e K nights of Labor to 
bring the strike to a close upon the princi­ 
ples of rig h t and justice. 
In this the 
Council m et w ith a failure, ow iug to the 
autocratic attitude of W ebb. 
It now be­ 
comes necessary for the Suprem e Council 
to say that, ow ing to the fact th a t th e Order 
of th e K nights of Labor is not a m em ber 
of th e Federated O rders of R ailw ay E m ­ 
ployes, th e law s of the Suprem e Council 
do not perm it it doing m ore than it has 
done to aid the K nights of Labor, and its 
inability to participate otherw ise in the 
strike is now know n and appreciated by 
Pow derly. 
Referring to the law s of the Suprem e 
Council relating to strikes, the m atter is 
concisely presented as follows: In th e first 
place, if the m em bers of either of the or­ 
ganizations or any railroad have a griev­ 
ance it is subm itted to the proper officers 
of the road by the local grievance com m it­ 
tee. 
In the event of a failure to obtain 
satisfaction, the chief executive officer of 
th e order having th e grievance is called 
upon and in connection w ith the com m it­ 
tee seek to am icably adjust th e difficulty. 
If failure still attends the efforts to adjust 
the trouble, then the Suprem e Council is 
convened at the headquarters of the rail­ 
road officials w ith w hom conference is re­ 
quested, and its influence is exerted to 
obtain a settlem ent alike ju st to all par­ 
ties. 
If a failure should follow the efforts to re­ 
m ove thecausecom plained of and the Coun­ 
cil by a unanim ous vote decides the griev­ 
ance to be of such gravityl as justifies a 
strike, it is prom ptly ordered, in w hich 
event all of th e m em bers of th e various 
organizations em ployed on the road w here 
the grievance exists, viz., firem en, con­ 
ductors, trainm en and sw itchm en, abandon 
their work. 
In 
conclusion, 
the Suprem e Council 
places upon record its high appreciation 
of the m anliness of the K nights of Labor 
em ployed on the New Y ork C entral in 
struggling to m aintain a principle sacred to 
every w orkingm an on the continent, and 
to all who love justice and hope for the 
triu m p h of right over w rong as flagrant as 
ever stained the pages of history.

THE ALBANY M EETING. 
A lbany (N. Y .), A ugust 25th.—General 
M aster W orkm an T. V . Pow derly and four 
m em bers of the G eneral E xecutive Board 
arrived this m orning. 
Pow derly and the 
G eneral Executive Board w ill m eet in 
jo in t secret session w ith D istrict Assembly 
246 this afternoon. 
D istrict A ssem bly 246 
com prises three delegates from thirty-nine 
local A ssem blies w ho represent a m em ber­ 
ship of 18,000. 
Pow derly, w hen asked the 
object of the jo in t session, said he did not 
know exactly w hat m ight com e up for dis­ 
cussion, but he was sure the general situ a­ 
tion of the strike w ould be the m ain ques­ 
tion for consideration. 
A t the afternoon conference tw enty of 
the discharged m en w ere closely questioned 
by Pow derly relative to the causes w hich 
they thought led to th eir dism issal. 
I t is 
claim ed th at m any facts were brought out 
w hich tended to show th at the discharges 
were the results of a preconcerted plan to 
droD all the prom inent leaders in the circle 
of the K nights of Labor. 
A pream ble and resolution was adopted 
calling on tb e State Board of A rbitration 
to order a prom pt investigation of the ex­ 
isting difficulties, saying th at th e strikers 
were ready and anxious for one. 
Before th e m eeting adjourned Pow derly 
and D evlin addressed the delegates, o ut­ 
lining the course to be pursued in case the 
federation did not order a general strike. 
T he conference then adjourned sine die. 


superintendent webb’s o pin io n. 
N ew Y ork, A ugust 25th.—In reply to 
the question. “ W hat do you th in k of the 
action of th e Suprem e Council of the 
U nited O rder of R ailroad Em ployes at 
Terre H a u te ? ” W ebb said: “ Theirs was 
th e only wise coarse to take. 
W hether 
the K nights 
of 
Labor w ill now take 
further steps will m a k e -but little differ­ 
ence. 
T here are only a few K nights of 
Labor in th e em ploy of the New York 
C entral. I t is a’ queer com m entary that 
the Suprem e Council of Federation can 
find no grievance upon w hich to order a 
strike, yet they censured the New York 
Central and its officers. 
T hey also d e­ 
cline to give any support to the strikers, 
but appeal to the public to furnish it.”

New Y o rk , A ugust 25th.—T he follow ing 
queer story appeals in the Commercial Bui 
letin of to-day and is given for w hat it is 
w orth: 
New Y ork dealers m ade quite a 
scoop iu California canned peaches in the 
English m arkets a short tim e ago and left 
Jo h n Bull w ith very little of th at class of 
fruit to fall back upon. 
A t least 6,000 cases 
were picked up. 
It is rum ored th at even a 
larger quantity had actually been taken. 
A bout 4,000 cases have already been re­ 
ceived here and the greater portion has 
been distributed at prices show ing a h an d ­ 
som e profit. 
T he facts regarding these 
operations were kept secret. 
T he goods 
have been m oved into channels of consum p­ 
tion w ithout aflecting the m arket in the 
slightest degree. 
In point of fact, prices 
have steadily hardened during the tim e tbe 
goods were purchased and teceived here. 
I t is not im probable th at another 6,000 cases 
could be distributed w ithout disturbing tbe 
values to any extent. 
T he m arket for 
peaches continues very strong.

Norwich (Conn.), A ugust 25th —Fortv 
years ago the Connecticut peacb orchards 
were the finest in the world. 
T he fruit 
was as fair as that of C alifornia, and so im ­ 
m ense was the yearly crop th at the m arket 
was suifeited and farm ers turned their 
hogs into their orchards. 
Then cam e “ the 
yellows,” 
an 
inexplicable disease, tbat 
killed every tree in the State. 
A fter that 
few peaches grew in Connecticut until a 
dozen years ago, w hen fruit-grow ers began 
to set up new orchards and learn to deal 
w ith the disease. 
They could not cure it, 
for at the end of three years it invariably 
kills an orchard; but they set out new trees 
each year, aLd in the second and third 
year, before thb yellow s 
attacked 
the 
orchards, the growers had tw o big crops. 
T hen they let the trees perish. 
In this 
way the presfige of Connecticut peaches 
wss revived. B nt this year inore ili-fortune 
has befallen th e peacn-m«*n. 
T he trees did 
not bear at aii, end tne crop is a total fail­ 
ure. 
A big fruit g riw e r at New London 
said a day or tw o ago th at the crop iu 


C onnecticut w ill be less th an 200 baskets. 
As there is no Southern crop, the outlook 
is dism al enough for preservers.

BRAIN GRAFTING. 


D r. T h om p son D escrib es a S u ccessfu l and 
In terestin g E xp erim en t. 
A paper on the above subject by W. Gil­ 
man Thompson, M. D., appeared in a re­ 
cent number of the New York Medical 
Journal. 
Attempts have been made to 
graft nearly all the different tissues of the 
body. 
Skin, bone, teeth, muscle, nerves, 
glands, eyes, mucous membrane, etc., have 
all been grafted with more or less success, 
but successful brain grafting has not here­ 
tofore been performed. 
W ith 
the ex­ 
ception of skin grafting, and possibly 
mucous membrane grafting, the results of 
such experiments have been of 
little 
practical value. 
They are, however, of 
great scientific interest in demonstrating 
the relative vitality of different tissues 
and the histological changes which ac­ 
company degenerative processes. The laws 
of atrophy and final disappearance of dis­ 
used organs, so ably advocated by Darwin, 
are equally striking with regard to indi­ 
vidual tissues and cells, and it is a well- 
recognized fact that the ** higher 
the 
original development of a tissue or cell has 
been—i e , the more it has been differ­ 
entiated or specialized from the amicha 
type—the more profoundly it is effected 
by alterations in environment or nutrition, 
so as to degenerate completely, or be re­ 
placed by some form of tissue like the 
connective, which is of lower development 
but stronger vitality. 
The result of nerve 
grafting and of nerve suture after complete 
section have varied greatly in the hands 
of different operators, but, despite many 
discouraging failures, there is no doubt 
that in man, as well as in the lower ani­ 
mals, nerve fibers 
may reunite when 
sutured, even after secondary degenera­ 
tion has occurred, and they exhibit res­ 
toration of function. 
For this to occur, 
however, the nerves must be in communi­ 
cation with some trophic center. 
Nerve grafting does not succeed so well 
as nerve sutures in favorable cases. 
It oc­ 
curred to Dr. Thompson recently, while 
studying cerebral localization in the lower 
animals, that it would be interesting to 
graft a piece of brain tissue from one side 
of a dog’s brain to the other, or from one 
animal’s brain into another’s, and study 
its vitality. 
Of course he had no expec­ 
tation of being able to restore abolished 
function by the operation, but the ques­ 
tion of vitality of the brain tissue, and 
the course of its degeneration is a subject 
which is of very wide interest. 
The first 
experiments were preliminary, made in 
order to ascertain whether the trans­ 
planted brain would be immediately ab­ 
sorbed or would slough awnv. 
No microscopic examination was made 
in connection with these experiments, as 
it was intended only to determine the pos­ 
sibility of transplanted tissue adhering. 
Being satisfied in regard to the matter, 
Dr. Thompson secured a large dog and per­ 
formed his experiment. 
A half-inch tre­ 
phine was used and a button of bone was 
cut nearly through over the left occipital 
region, leaving a small attached margin so 
that the button could be elevated and then 
depressed like a little trap-door. Through 
the opening 2 c. c. of brain tissue were re­ 
moved. 
A cat was simultaneously tre­ 
phined and 1-5 c. c. of brain from her left 
occipital region were transferred in eight 
seconds to the opening in the dog’s brain. 
The features of interest of this experi­ 
ment are the facts that: 
1. 
There was 
complete union, through organized con­ 
nective tissue, of the contiguous portions 
of the two brains. 
2. After seven weeks 
the cat's brain still maintained enough 
vitality to be distinctly recognized as 
brain tissue. 
3. Brains of animals of two 
very different species were thus made to 
unite. 
4. The cat and dog par's presented 
perfect union as well. 
5. There was a 
sympathetic degeneration of the corre­ 
sponding convolutions upon the opposite 
side of the dog’s brain. 
For this curious 
iact Dr. Thompson cannot account. 
He 
had never noticed it before, in as many as 
fifty operations upon this region of the 
brain of cats and dogs, although he had 
sometimes seen removal of a part of the 
occipital region result in extensive soften­ 
ing of the entire hemisphere of the same 
6¡de. The opposite degeneration in this 
case may possibly be a mere coincidence; 
if so, it is a very unusual and remarkable 
one. 
There was no meningitis to favor it. 
6. There was descending secondary degen­ 
eration of the dog’s brain on the side of 
the graft, as is usual in cases of simple ex­ 
cision of brain cortex; hence the cat’s cor­ 
tex had not succeeded in acting as a nu­ 
trient center for the dog’s brain. 
Dr. Thompson thinks the main fact of 
this experiment—namely, that brain tis­ 
sue has sufficient vitality to survive for 
seven weeks the operation of transplanta­ 
tion without wholly losing its identity as 
brain substance—suggests an interesting 
field fpr further research, and he has no 
doubt that other experimenters will be re­ 
warded by investigating it.

T h at is th e ostensible 
purpose for w hich it is made, but the w ork­ 
m an told me th a t a good deal of th e stuff 
went into th e hands of contractors for fur­ 
nishing Indian rations, and th a t consider­ 
able of it also went into th e cheap breads 
sold in the Italian and H ebrew districts in 
th e lower part of th e city.
